A spokesman for the U.S;

The two car- 
riers are based in the Gulf 


of Tonkin. 


Other sources said all of the 
navy air strikes are being 
flown in Laos, but declined to 
give specific target areas. The 
U.S. command has a policy 
of reporting only bombing mis- 
sions in South Vietnam. 

While Communist action in 
South Vietnam remained at 
one of its lowest levels of the 
year, attention centred on the 
massive American air cam- 
paign in Laos.

Laird’s call yesterday for a 
multi-billion-dollar extension of anti- 
ballistic missile sites was herakied 
by President Nixon’s announcement 
last Wednesday that this was need- 
ed because of “a serious threat to 
our retaliatory capability” arising 
from recent Soviet nuclear develop- 
ments. The Soviet defence minister 
expressed sentiments almost identi- 
cal with Mr. Nixon’s three days 
later. 

Mr. Laird seeks to parlay last 
year’s tie vote on an experimental 
two-site ABM system into a pro- 
gram that would provide two-thirds 
of the originally proposed $12,- 
billion system of defence for the 
country’s inter-continental ballistic 
missile sites. That the move comes 
as the United States prepares to go 


to Vienna to continue talks on - 


nuclear arms limitations is in 
keeping with the weird illogical 
logic that governs the nuclear 
balance of, power. 

Mr. Nixon has hinted at, and 
commentators have enlarged on, 
reports that Russia is déterminedly 
increasing its already formidable 
arsenal of ICBMs — and many of 
these are said to be SS-9s, which 
carry a 20-megaton warhead, com- 
pared with the 1-megaton arma- 
ment of the American Minuteman. 
The lethal effectiveness of the SS-9 
is vastly increased by giving it a 
multiple warhead whose compon- 
ents can be guided to separate 
targets. 

United States ICBMs are also 
being given. the MIRV, or multiple- 
head, treatment, although by the 
end of this year the United States 
will only have 1,054 land-based 
ICBMs compared with Russia’s 
‘1,290. Both countries, of course, 
have powerful nuclear missile arma- 
ments on submarines.

Measures which _ significantly 
alter these components and their 
relationship one to another in one 
nuclear country are cause for alarm 
in the-other. Thus it is argued 
that a vast system of under- 
ground, nuclear-safe_ shelters 
which would seriously limit one 
country’s ability to destroy the 
population of another, could carry 
more weight in the equation than 
would ABM sites which would only 
protect, ‘with doubtful efficiency, 
the other nation’s counterforce 
capability, or retaliatory power. 
The multi- billion-dollar ABM 
system which is now being urged on 
the United States therefore will not 
necessarily move the Soviet Union 
to do more than it is now doing in 
the ceaseless balancing of power, 
according to some expert opinion. 
The whole land-based ICBM system 
could, in fact, be made obsolete if 
the advice of some experts were 
taken. They would have all ICBMs 
placed in nuclear submarines, which 
would render them almost ‘com- 
pletely safe from any threat of 
destruction by missiles. The balance 
of terror would therefore be stabil- 
ized by two opposing nuclear 
systems, each capable of destroying 


the other country..and.each_practi-— 


cally indestructible. 
A measure of the world situation 
ig.that.this.can be made_to. 
look like a good idea — a 
reasonably effective means of pre- 
serving global peace through equal 
and opposite deterrents. But it is 
also a lunatic, Damoclesian situation 
which reflects no credit on homo 
sapiens or his unreasonable fac- 
simile which substitutes today. 


A Revival of the Domino Theory 


HE NORTH VIETNAMESE OF- 
fensive in Laos that resulted in 
Royal Laotian forces being swept 
from the strategic Plain of Jars 
poses a serious setback to hopes of 
an early peace in South East Asia. 
In order to bring men and materials 
into South Vietnam the Communists 
must have control of the Plain of 
Jars. Northern Laos is also a good 
jumping-off place for waging guer- 
rilla warfare in neighboring Thai- 
land and Cambodia. The fact that 
North Vietnam was willing to send 
two elite divisions into Laos indi- 
cates that the Communists are still 
intent on conquering South Vietnam 
in spite of their posturing at the 
Paris Peace Talks. 

Of even greater significance is. 
the fact that North Vietnam did not 
make. a military move until the 
United States publicly stated that it 
would not vote funds for United 
States troops if they were sent to 
Laos. Nor was the Senate happy 
about the clandestine air support for 
Royal Laotian forces that is being 
provided by the United States. This 
apparently has been interpreted by 
the Communists as af “open-house” 
invitation. President Nixon would. 
hesitate, to commit United States 
ground forces to another Asian war

Feeding Quebecers the Raw Meat of Hate 


ATE! Hate! Hate! To sit in the 

darkness surrounded by the word 
and by the feeling, knowing that you are 
the object of hatred around you—that is 
what it was recently 
to be ah English 
Canadian attending 
the theatre of the 
Comedie Canadienne 
here. The play was 
Medium Saignant, 
which translates 
literally as medium 
bloody, or more use- 
fully as medium 
rare, as one might 
order a steak. It was 
written by Francoise Loranger, a French 
Canadian nationalistic rabble-rouser who 
believes in involving her audiences in the 
on-stage action. 

Involved the audience certainly was. 
As the “play’”—if it can really be called 
that—progresses, it becomes clear that 

it is less a piece of writing than an 
incentive to audience participation in a 
(hopefully) cathartic exercise in hate- 
The audience is almost all French—an 
English speaker has to be either stupid 
or..a reporter to. venture near the 
place—and is largely young, with stu- 
dents of the nationalist-ridden University 
of Montreal and their girl-boy friends 
heavily in evidence. 


St. Leonard Model 


The play’s action deals wit! a public 
meeting of the town council of a 
Montreal suburb suspiciously resembling 
St. Leonard, where there was, to put it 
mildly, a furore last year after the local 
Catholic school board decided to deprive 
the town’s large community of Italian 
immigrants of the right to have their 
children educated in English rather than 
in French. 

The question has been legally settled 
by Bill 63, which was passed after an 
envenomed parliamentary debate and a 
number of street riots, and will 
guarantee the right after July 1 of all 
Quebec parents to have their children 
educated in French or English, as they

choose. 
But the emotional scars of the 
controversy remain, and Medium 


Saignant does nothing to help heal them. 
Far from it. When the audience—which 
is of course also the audience of the 
play’s “hypothetical public town council 
meeting—joins in hollering “I hate the 
English,”’ there isn’t much an English- 
speaking viewer can do but scrunch 
down in his seat and try to look as 
French as possible. He can’t even join in 
the shouting for fear of betraying his 
accent. 

In the play, the council is debating 
bilingualism versus French unilingual- 
ism. The council members are French 
except for one suffering Italian and one 
insufferable WASP, who embodies all 
French Canadian cliches about English 
Canadians, who speaks only English, and 
who is in fact played by the only English- 
speaking member of the cast. 


Unilingual Block 


Because he speaks no French, other 
council members are forced to address 
him in English—a situation by no means 
uncommon in Quebec, Antonio Flamand, 
who quit the government to vote against 
Bill 63, said during the parliamentary 
debate that one of the schoo] boards in 
his overwhelmingly French-speaking dis- 
trict was in the ludicrous position of 
having to conduct its business in English 
because, although its French members 
were bilingual, its sole English member 
was not. 

So Medium Saignant has a basis in 
reality. Very much so. Early in the 
evening, before the event escalates into a 
display of hate, members of the seer 
are whispering to each other the French 
equivalents of “that’s telling it like it 
is!’ 

But in due course the bigotries being 
poured forth on stage sweep up _the 
audience. The French Canadian 
businessman on the council who has 
made his peace with the English is 
jeered as a “‘vendu”’ (sellout), the Italian 
is attacked with racist epithets involving 
such niceties as his’ spaghetti-cating 
propensities, and when the English 
member says he is just as much a 


Quebecer as anyone else, the cry “‘s— 
on the English’ resounds (in English) 
from. somewhere. It seems that the 
audience is at times on the point of 
running at the stage. 

It was said above that ‘‘hopefully”’ the 
Play was a cathartic experience for the 
audience. But it is hard to say whether 
the young people present were getting 
out of their systems the subliminal 
feelings about the English that any 
French Canadian is bound to have, or 
were treating the play as a call to arms. 

Medium Saignant is frightening, but 
realistic in that it gets to the roots of 
Quebecers’ worst feelings about each 
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other. As the newspaper Quebec-Presse 
said, the play “‘marks the advent of a 
new form in Quebec theatre, a theatre 
that liberates because it informs.’ The 
cast is a collection of stereotypes, but it 
may be well that Madame Loranger has 
chosen to rub-our-noses in them. — 
Medium Saignant’s viewers are bound 
to ask themselves, when they get home, 
how they came -to be so emotionally 
involved. Madame Loranger’s stated 
intention is to ask her clientele not so

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Outlook Gloomy at Arms Talks 


The 16th full session 
of the Conference on 
Disarmament opened the 
other day in-Geneva. 
Eight years ago the 
meeting began amid high 
hopes that were, -as 
some observers warned 
then and as we can now 
all see, exaggerated. 

The world is no closer 
today to the objective of 
the conference than 
when, it started. 

Admittedly, it was a big 
objective: to find the means 
of putting into practice the 
disarmament principles laid 
down by the United States and 
the Soviet Union on Sept. 20, 
1961, after long negotiations. 

What the two countries had 


agreed on was nothing less 
than “general and complete 


U.S., RUSSIA KEEP RACE GOING 


disarmament,"’ and establish- 
ment of ‘‘reliable methods of 
settling disputes and main- 
taining peace.” 

The Americans and the 
Russians also had agreed to 
maintain a balance of force 
while they advanced toward 
general and complete dis- 
armament so neither side 
would gain a military advant- 
age at .any stage in the 
process of scaling-down, and 
ultimately dismantling de- 
fences. This was recognized 
as a very delicate matter. 


“Strict Controt- 


Equally difficult -was the 
problem of verification. Still, 
the agreement stated unequi- 
vocally that-‘‘all disarmament 
measures should be imple- 
mented from beginning to end 
under such strict and effective 
international_control as would 
provide firm assurance that

all parties are honoring their 
obligations.” 

Eighteen nations, five from 
the West (including Canada), 
five from the Soviet Bloc, and 
eight non-dligned, were chosen 
to deal with the practical 
aspects of balanced arms 
reductions and verification.

Plea of Desperation 
From Brazil Newsman 


A copy of a speech, made 
before Christmas by a wel} 
known Brazilian journalist 
when he was awarded his 
country’s leading prize for 
journalism, has now reached 
the “‘Guardian.” 

It is a poignant plea for an 
end of press censorship and 
torture of political prisoners 


by the _ present military 
regime. 
The speaker, Senhor Luiz 


Edouard de Andrade, was 
given the Esso national prize 
at a major function in Rio de 
Janeiro, (The company spon- 
sors a major radio news 
program in Brazil.) 

While his outspoken  re- 
marks were widely discussed 
in the country only a censored 
version was published. 


“I came here, with profes- 
sional humility, to receive the 
prize, But, in confidence, I 
can tell you sincerely that the 
prize a Brazilian reporter 
would aspire to in 1969 would 
be something rather elemen- 
tary. It would be freedom of 
the press,” he said. 


“T spent six years of my life 
out of Brazil as a correspon- 
dent. During that period, 
obviously, I was informed of 
Brazilian events through 
European and North Ameri- 
can newspapers. I never 
thought that some day, living 
im my own country, I would 
have to subscribe to overseas 
newspapers in order to know 
some things that are happen- 
ing in Brazil, the place where 
I was born, where I work, and 
where I pay taxes. 


“Two year ago, in this same 
ceremony, my colleague, 
Zuenir Ventura, said, ‘Today 
the best Brazilian newspaper 
would be one composed not 
out of what is: published, but 
one that listed all that cannot 
be permitted for publication.’ 
I add now that of all the 
reports I have done this year 
the most important was not 
allowed for publication.

The em- 
broideyy, as I understand Willard’s 
position, must not do violence to the 
facts, but certain license is permissible 
in the realm of exaggeration. 
* * * 

We haven't many legends and most 
of what we have are more folk tales 
than epics of heroic stature. Nobody's 
written the Canadian Aeneid yet. We 
haven't any King Alfred burning the 
cakes, Canute telling the sea to back 
up, or Bruce learning perseverence 
from the spider. We’re short on Robin 
Hoods. In fact, except for Indian word- 
of-mouth stories, our supply is low. We 
have the folk tale of Laura Secord and 


the cow—given a Victoria touch by the+ 


association of the late Judge Peter 
Secord Lampman, who was more 
interested in. baseball than Canadian 
dairy, product diversions. 

There are also the legendary 
accounts of Sir John A. Macdonald’s 
spirituous intake—and I’m told that as 
the years roll by William Lyon 
Mackenzie King's spiritual-interests will 
assume legendary character. 


It takes time, one of my. friends 
explains. You can’t make instant 
legends—or at least Canadians don't 


because some, of the elements of legend, 
including the propensity for exaggera- 


nes Ee Soe ee erthnnantage ayn ee 


tion, find. no Canadian evolution until 
their ability to sting or injure the 
subject is weakened by age. 

We have our sports ‘legends, but 
these are highly perishable. There are 
youngsters watching major league 
hockey today, for instance, who are 
only vaguely aware of the heroic feats 
of Maurice Richard, if they know them 
at all. sy “i 

Still; the process is under way. The 
legends are forming. The raw materials 
are available. Pierre Esprit Radisson 
and Chouart Groselliers are beginning 
to get the treatment. Louis Riel is being 
eleyated and others are catching the 
eye of writers and historians for 
dramatic presentation. 

In time we may look forward to 
adequate handling of perhaps the 
greatest wilderness man of the North 
American west, David Thompson, the 
Nor’wester, of whom much has been 
written without giving him the warmth 
of flesh-and blood and breath.

Like others, I have asked people 
whom I think should know, why we've 
been so slow. wo.. reasonably con- 
vineing replies have been forthcoming. 
Canadians, I’m reminded, have been a 
little reticent on the subject of folk 
heroes—and-Canadjan--writers of only 
relatively recent times have devoted 
themselves to Canadian themes, 

One thing is certain: The color is 
there. We've been washing it out in the 
sluices of factual scholars. Now we're 
starting the artistry of casting the gold 
into decorative form, In legend-making, 
it will: lose nothing if we avoid the 
alloys of falsehood, and concentrate on 
working the pure metal into finé design.

Geneya Protocol 


Biological and chemical 
warfare. In August, 1968, at 
the 14th session of the con- 
ference, the British “repre- 
sentative, Frederick Mulley, 
proposed the conclusion of a 
convention that would “‘sup- 
plement, but not supersede” 
ithe Geneva Protocol outlawing 
chemical and bacteriological 
weapons. 

His idea was based on the 
fact that there is no agree- 
ment on what is a “‘war gas.” 
Do .temporarily disabling 
agents, like CS, come under 
the definition? Do defoliants 
come under the definition? 
Are they a weapon of chemi- 
cal and not of «biological 
warfare? 


Narrower Field 


Because of such lack of 
agreement, Mr. Mulley ar- 
gued that it would be better to 
leave aside chemical: warfare 
for the time being, and 
concentrate on biological or, 
more precisely, microbiologi- 
cal warfare. 

In this narrower field an 
absolute ban, with no ifs and 
buts, would perhaps be Pos- 
sible against all agents ‘‘caus- 
ing death or disease by 
infection in man, animals, or 
crops.” 

This perhaps could be 
agreed on at the current 
session — there is really not 
much reason why it shouldn’t 
be. True, it would represent 
only_slight-progress-from-the 
1925 Geneva Protocol, but 
disarmament and arms con- 


trol move ahead, if they move 
at all, at a snail’s pace. 


There even could be a 
significant improvement that 
is provided for in the British 
proposal. The signatories 
could perhaps waive the re- 
servation embodied in the 1925 
protocol that allows them to 
use otherwise outlawed wea- 
pons against non-signatories 
and against violators of the 
agreement. 

This had ‘the effect that 
everybody could keep biologi- 
cal weapons, in reserve. It 
made the ban dependent on 
self-restraint rather than on 
non-availability of the out- 
lawed weapons. 

Even if micro-biological 
means of warfare were for- 
bidden, there still would re- 
main the problem of getting 
all countries to accede to the 
convention. Many have not yet 
done so in respect to the 
Geneva Protocol of 1925. 
Similarly, a beginning will 
have to be made sometime in 
tackling the issue of chemical 
warfare weapons. There is 
hope that this may be taken 
up in earnest during the 
current session, but hardly 
any chance of an agreement 
being reached. 


Compromise Plan 


Comprehensive test ban 
treaty. A proposal is before 
the conference originally 
made last April at the 15th 
session by the Swedish dele- 
gate, Mrs. Alva Myrdal. It is 
a compromise proposal, de- 
signed to accommodate the 
Russians who oppose verifica- 
tion by on-site inspection. 
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The gist of the Myrdal plan 
is that all nuclear “testing 
would be forbidden, including 
underground where it is now 
allowed, but infractions would 
be monitored from outside. 
The worst that could happen 
to a country that refused to 
allow the inspection of the site 
of a suspected blast would be 
that it would be brought 
before the United Nations 
Security Council. 


Must Be Policed 


Because the United States 
as a matter of principle 
opposes any arms control 
measure that cannot be po- 
liced, Mrs, Myrdal’s proposal 
never had the slightest chance 
of being seriously considered. 


To rescue it, Nigeria offered 
a compromise plan, according 
to which on-site inspections 
would be carried out by non- 
aligned countriés that have 
the necessary technical know- 
how and have signed the 
Non-Proliferation Treaty. It 
can be taken as certain that 
the Russians will not accept 
even this. 


As things stand, it matters 
little whether the disagree- 
ment over controls can be 
bridged. What does matter is 
that neither the United States 
nor the Soviet Union has any 
intention of stopping under- 
ground testing. 


After all, they only agreed 
to ban atmospheric tests when 
they had conducted as many 


as_ they thought-they—wanted-— 


to conduct (395, between then, 
out of a world total of 423 up 


to the summer of 1963) and 
had perfected techniques and 
facilities for underground test- 
ing. 

They have used under- 
ground testing since, progres- 
sively increasing the nuclear 
charges; in the next Amchitka 
test a three-megaton device 
will reportedly be exploded, 
the equivalent of three million 
tons of TNT. 

Since new warheads are 
under development for the 
anti-ballistic missiles of both 
sides, tests will continue 
whatever any non-nuclear 
country May propose in 
Geneva. 

In the meantime, as far as 
the United States and the 
Soviet Union are concerned, 
debate can continue on the 
problem of verification. This 
is another instance of the two 
countries negotiating in bad 
faith. 


Go Over Old Ground 


Apart from. these three 
issues, two of which can be 
partially solved, some old 


ground will be gone over, 
almost certainly with the 
same exasperating absence of 
tangible results in every case. 

Still, the game must . be 
played, if for no other reason 
than to be there at the 
conference table if an opening 
for some slight advance to- 
ward disarmament or arms 
control should appear. It is 
fortunate that in Geneva the 
game is being played, with 
few exceptions, by seasoned 
diplomats, a species noted for 


patience.

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Czechs Finding It Hard to Forget ‘Liberal Days’

PRAGUE (NYT) — The 
Communist party celebrates 
the .22nd" anniversary this 
month of its take-over of 
Czechoslovakia, trying to re- 
kindle some of the proletarian 
fire In a disheartened people. 


The papers-and the 
speeches are full of talk about 
the: beauties-of Marxism and 
Leninism, as if the doctrines 
had just been announeed by 
Moscow. Fraternal relations 
with the. Russians are 
preached daily from -above. 


Workers are being told that 
a totally centralized economy 


is xeally, best. And an old 
revolutionary, son g.,. “‘Left 
Foot” Fi ifd;”’ “has “been 


revived to precede the eve- 
' ning radio. news. 
The-people have been hear- 
ing allthis for months now, 
ever since Dr. Gustav Husak, 


cek last April. But those who 
are still listening say they 
hear a‘slightly different tone 
these days. 

Husak, a man of proved 
political skill who has sur- 
vived prison, reform, invasion 
and occupation, is givng the 
impression of a leader sin- 
cerely trying to achieve re- 
conciliation with the masses 
who remember the happy 
days of Democratic Socialism 
in 1968 and seem unable or 
unwilling to forget them. 

He ties attacks on the 
reformists with pledges to 
hold the line against political 
trials and arrests, and takes 
the view that “‘whoever is not 
against us is a potential ally.” 

The allies among the people, 
pptential or otherwise, remain 
all too few for the party, 
which is proceeding with its 
own internal purge. Liberals 
have been ousted from the top 
ranxs and work is beginning 
on the rank and file. 


who runs an authoritatian 
regime as it is, faces constant 
pressure from the _ ultra- 
conservatives to “get tougher 
still. 

While the party is changing, 
the people are not. The gap 
between the masses and the 
party has not narrowed in the 
last 10 months of the Husak 
regime. Many Czechs say 
they have tuned out on 
politics and leave the reading 
of party pronouncements - 
the press is full of them — to 
the party functionaries. | 


“We're like: an audience | 
watching a play with total | 
apathy,” said one Czech | 
woman recently.

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Q. I am over 65 years of 
age and no longer contribute 
to the Canada Pension Pian. 
Do I still have to have a 
Social Insurance Number? 


A. Yes. Originally it was 
required only by those tax- 
payers making contributions 
to the Canada Pension Plan 
but now it is required by all 
thosé who file an income tax 
return. Application forms for 
social insurance numbers are 
available from any post of- 
fice, district taxation office, 
unemployment insurance of- 
fice or office of. the depart- 
ment of health and welfare. 


Q@. Do I have to ack- 
nowledge bank interest as 
income when filing my income 
tax return if they don’t send 
me a TS slip? 


A. Yes, bank interest is 
income and it is your respon- 


not you have received a TS 
slip from the bank. 


Q. For income tax purposes, 
are fees to fraternal societies 
and service clubs deductible? 
What about union dues? I 
understand that they are 
taken as a deduction but that 
there is only a portion of the 
dues allowable. How do I 
know how much I can claim 
for my union dues and how do 
I know what is not an 
allowable deduction? 


A. Fees paid to fratemal 
societies and service clubs are 
not deductible from employ- 
ment income. Your union 
should inform you what you 
can claim for your union dues 
by giving you a receipt to file 
with your imcome tax return. 


Q. I am ~=s salesman 
operating out of my house. I 
have a room set up as an 


expenses for this “office” 
when figuring my income tax? 


A. If the room is used solely 
for the purpose of earning 
your income you may be 
entitled to deduct a portion of 
the cost of maintaining your 
house as a business expense. 
Unfortunately, more informa- 
tion ywould be required before 
you could be advised on how 
to calculate the amount of 
your deduction, but your 
district taxation office will be 
pleased to help you. 


Q. I arrived in Canada in 
August last year and am told 
that when filing my income 
tax return I have to pro-rate 
my personal! exemptions. 
What does this mean? 


A. This is explained in Item 
21 of the ‘Guide to the 1969 T1 
Short and Item 20 of the 1969 
Tl General Tax Guide under 


Immigrants and Emigrants: 
Basically, it means that you 
are allowed to claim exemp- 
tions for only that portion of 
the year you were a resident 
of Canada. If you were a 
resident for 200 days, you 
would be allowed your 
exemptions multiplied by 200/ 
365. 


Q@. I am now receiving 
paymentsfrom the Canada 
Pension Plan. Is this income 
taxable? If so, do I put it on 
the tax form as part of my 
income, or does it have to be 
entered in a special place on 
the form? 


A. Canada Pension Plan 
benefits are to be included in 
income on your income tax 
return by entering the amount 
you received from this source 
in the space marked ‘‘Old Age 
Security Pension and Supple- 
ment, and Canada or Quebec

One of the few exceptions in British Columbia during this period 
of rising prices has been the cost of-electricity. According to the 
Dominiog Bureau of Statistics, the consumer price index (1961 = 
100) for domestic urban electric rates in July 1969, reached a level 
of 1124 for Canada. For British Columbia, using the new rates, a 
comparable index would be 91 — the reverse of the national trend.

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Inflation Has Caught Up with B.C. Hydro, too. 
Like other major utilities throughout Canada and the United 
States, we are caught in an unprecedented inflationary squeeze. 


Cost of Money é , 
One of the big factors contributing to the need for a rate 
increase is the cost of money that miust’be botrowed to pay for 
new generating plants, transmission lines, stibstations and dis- 
tribution facilities to serve new customers. The following table, 
taken from Bankiof Canada Statistical Summary for the month of

— wire, poles, trucks, office supplies.and other equipment and 
services, 

School taxes and grants paid by Hydro to cities and municipali- 
ties also have risen sharply — from $7.1 million in 1962 to $15 
million in 1969. 


Rates Favour Residential Customers 

Rates are being increased for all classes of customers — resi- 
dential, commercial and industrial. Rate structures have and will 
continue to favor residential customers but revenues now have 
fallen considerably below the costs of providing service to them. 
The volume and pattern of electrical use in households makes it 
relatively more expensive to serve residential customers than 
other classes of customers. Fixed and operating costs alone (in- 
cluding billing, records and meter reading) average about $4 a. 
month for each residential account before any electricity is used. 
Bills to many residential customers do not even cover these costs.

Burma Is a Nervous Country 


By LEWIS M. SIMONS 


RANGOON (AP) Not 
many Burmese fear for their 
lives, but many fear for the 
way of life they became used 
to in Burma's first years of 
independence. 

It is a nervous country. Con- 
versation about the govern- 
ment is in hushed tones when 
friends meet. 

No ome appears to have any 
real knowledge of what Gen. 
Ne Win and his military re- 
gime are thinking, eight years 
after their seizure of power. 

The press is nationalized 
and eontrolled by the army. 
Rumors have replaced news. 
When a government official is 
invited to-a social function by 
a_foreign embassy he must 
first get cabinet approval and 
afterward must report who 
was there, who spoke to him, 
what was asked, what he re- 
plied. 


MUST PLACATE CHINA 


Most of her ‘neighbors in 
Southeast Asia are forming 
bonds of protection and eco- 
nomie co-operation with each 
other, but Burma is perhaps 
more alone than ever. Ne Win 
refuses to be drawn into align- 
ment with his neighbors just 
as he refused to accept sub- 


stantial foreign aid from the | 
major .capitalist or Commu- | 


nist powers. 

The. impetus for Ne .Win’s 
tightrope walk between the 
world's power blocs is, the 
overwhelming presence of 
Communist China on Burma's 
northeast frontier. 

In, 1960, the two neighbors 
agreed on demarcation for 


their 1,200-mile border. The 
specific cost to Burma was 
minimal—the transfer of 
about 50 square miles of terri- 
tory to China—and the result 
appeared to be an achieve- 
ment for the small nation. 


But implicit in the deal was 
Burma's concession to accept 
a-degree of neutrality which 
allowed no associations with 
countries hostile to China. 
India, which occupies a bor- 
der with Burma on the north- 
west, was the country Peking 
had foremost in mind when it 
reached agreement with for- 
mer prime minister U Nu. 


ECONOMY IN TROUBLE 


Now the United States, the 
Soviet Union and the smaller 
nations” of Southeast. Asia, 
most inimical to China, are in 
the same category from Ne 
Win's viewpoint. 

Chinese-Burmese relations 
moved smoothly until 1967 
when ugly: anti-Chinese race 
riots broke out in Rangoon. 
Peking. withdrew its diplo- 
matic and aid representation 
and openly recognized the 
Burma Communist party. 


So the bespectacled general, 
aware that he and his nation 
of 27,000,000 could be roasted 
in one blast from the big 
power ‘at his door, carefully 
juggles generous .offers of 
help from the outside world 
and accepts far less than 
Burma needs.

northern B.C. and Alberta, 

The hectic journey produced 
a kaleidoscope of interlocking 
impressions but Munro prob- 
ably will remember best the 
difficult radio-telephone- com- 
munications which several 
times turned his own trip into 
a helter-sKelter scramble 
through the snow and the 
wide gaps in the mouths of 
the ,many Indian leaders he 
spoke to. 

They made it easy to 
imagine thé agonies of bad 
teeth when a dentist might be 
seen only once in two or three

years and the horror of 
impotent isolation while a 
relative dies painfully © be- 
cause there's no way of 


summoning help quickly. 
Munro said much of the $2 
million he will have available

for. new health services to 
Indians in the coming fiscal 
year will go towards improv- 
ing dental services and com- 
munications in isolated com- 
Tounities. 

His department's budget tor 
Indian health programs actu- 
ally was increased 15 per cent 
for the coming year, one of 
the few areas given a major 
boost by Ottawa. 

But about 60 per cent of the 
$5 million increase has to go 
into higher salaries and wages 
needed to recruit and hold the 
doctors, nuises and techni- 
cians that must be attracted 
to isolated and wintry areas 
as well as meeting the added 


costs of constructing and 
maintaining installations in 
the north. 


Over all, his new budget of 
$38 million for roughly 250,000 
registered Indians works out 
to a tolerable $150 per capita 
annually but it doesn’t buy as 
much health service as it 
would in the south. 

Several times during his 
tour, Munro made the point 
that if the provincial govern- 
ments undertook the financial 
responsibility for mental 
health of the Indians now 
being treated in prévincial

insititutions and clinics, it 
would free ‘another $2.3  mil- 
lion of his budget to provide 
hew services. 

“They (provinces) are pro 


viding the service now and” 


we're only a cheque writing 


body when it comes to 
treating mental ilinesses of 
Indians so it would involve 


only an administrative change 
but it would more than double 
the amount otf money we 
would have for providirig new 
services and facilitier this 
year,”’ Munro said, 

There arg. only some 250 in- 
, Stallations, ranging from hos- 
pitals in large centres to 
rented clinic space in small 
commuinties, spread through 
Canada to serve the more re- 
mote of the 2,400 reservations, 

Munro said that his depart- 
ment has hired an electronics 
and communicatons expert 
who will examine the various 
communications problems in 
the north to suggest economi- 
cal improvements. 

In some cases, it may be to 
the department’s advantage to 
set up its own communica- 
tions but in other areas 
undoubtedly it will have to try 
to persuade existing organi- 
zations to meet its technical 
needs by doing the research 
itself.

Besides communications, 
Munro is concerned about 
physical access to _ remote 
areas to send doctors in and 
bring patients out in emer- 
gencies and — if the extra 
money can be found — he 
indicated he is thinking in. 
terms of purchasing a helij- 
copter or light plane as an- 
ambulance service. 

More likely, however, will 
be some effort to create a cd- 
ordinated plan which would 
make existing military and 
civilian governmental aircraft 
available on a_ systematic 


basis to the medical services 
division. 

The experiment with trans- 
portation allowances—annual 
sums turned. over to Indian 
band councils after negotia- 
tion. with the department—has 
been successful and will be 
expanded rapidly. 

But, while probably improv- 
ing the physical situation a 
little, this program is pri- 
marily a psychological boost 
giving reservers more respon- 
sibility and administrative 
control. 

Of considerably greater im- 
portance, both psychologically

and physically, is the success 
of pilot programs in training 
members of remote reserves 
as community aides and 
health workers. 

Under this program, Indians 
—usually women whose fam- 
ilies have grown up are 
selected by the band and 
department for a three-month 
training course. In the case of 
aides it involves’ medical 
diagnostic terms, elementary 
drug dispensing, first aid, and 
handling a radiotelephone. 
Health workers are trained to 
explain preventive public 
health measures, such -as the 
need for personal and com- 
munity hygiene, vaccinations, 
balanced diets. and reporting 
illness. 
turn to their communities 
and are paid varying 
amounts monthly depending 
on such factors as degree of 
isolation, size of the com- 
munity and special circum- 
stances. 

These workers: are creating 
a two-way link between the

communities and the depart- 
ment’s health services that 
has proved reliable and of 
mutual benefit. 

While still in its formative 
years, this program is begin- 
ning to develop a foundation

Church Auxiliaries 
Under Push for Integration 


By JEAN SHARP 

TORONTO (CP) — It is a 
slow and cautious process, but 
there is change going on 
among the churches’ women’s 
organizations. 

The walls are being pushed - 
out of the traditional hives of 
activity. and members en- 
couraged to turn their ener- 
gies to the work of the church 
as’ a whole and of the 
community. 

In some cases the formal 
structure of a separate 
women's organization is being 
dismantled to become part of 
the total organization of the 
church, In time these groups 
as they exist now may 
disappear completely. 


The changes are an ac- 
knowledgement that the world 
has changed, and that some of 
the churches have as well. 
Where there is even a token 
willingness to accept women 
on administrative boards 
where .they have never been 
accepted before, the idea of 
separate women's groups be- 
comes less reasonable. 


CAUSE HIGH FEELING 


There is reason for the slow 
and cautious approach. 


The changes have caused 
high feeling among some of 
the women who have worked 
hard and faithfully for their 
churches in the old way. 
There is little precedent for 
the changes, no pattern to 
follow in making them, so no 
one is absolutely__certain 
where they will lead. Mrs. 
W. G. Waugh of _ Toronto 
national president of the An- 
glican Church Women, says 
there were a number of 
reasons behind the ACW de- 
cision: to integrate with the 
mainstream of the church. 
The membership made the 
decision last May. 


“The straight women's 
group is not - fulfilling a 
purpose. We need men, 
women and children working 
together. We feel, certainly at 
the national level, that some 
duplication of—time, money 
and. woman hours could be 
eradicated. 


“It is a different world. 
Women today see things in 
terms of people interést, not 
just..women’s. With more of 
them working, they are chary 
of their time and want to 
Spend it doing things with 
their husbands and children.” 


CHANGE WITH CARE 

Mrs. Waugh says whatever 
changes are made will be 
made carefully with as many 
local options left open as 
possible. The process has 


_ begun_with the setting up of a 


task force made up of laity 
and clergy, ACW members 
and non-members. 

“We are looking at it to 
consider the implications and 
with no idea of - imposing 
anything on anyone.” 

She says there will have to 
be considerable local auton- 
omy to-suit individua'l 
churches. A congregation 
for instance, might find the 
old ways of raising money the 
most successful. 

“A parish will have certain 
service and_ financial de- 
mands. As far as we can see, 
there will certainly be 
parishes which will have to 
augment their finances. I can 
see certain parishes where 
people would want to do this 
by voluntary giving and spend 
their time on social action or 
improving their .own knowl- 
edge of their church. 

“In some cases though, the 
fellowship of church work, of 
organizing a bazaar, really 
does serve a purpose.

“IT don’t think we can look 
far enough ahead to say what 
the parishes will be like in 
five years. 

“Perhaps we can make 
Christian witness working in 
the community, in a hospital.

MERGED TWO GROUPS 

The United Church began a 
similar process of change 
eigtit’ years“‘ago. It is still 
going on. 

It merged its two women’s 
groups -into the United Church 
Women. A general board of 
women was formed plus two 
mission boards to incorporate 
the work of the. women’s 
groups with the general work 
of the church. 

Since then a number of 
things have happened. The 
United Church has an increas- 
ing number of women taking 
an interest in the general 
administration of its churches, 
which leaves them less time 
for.a separate women’s organ- 
ization. 

A number of congregations 
have changed their structure 
to have one congregational 
organization that may have 
women’s units-as part of it. 
Activities are set up along the 
lines of interest in such 
congregations and not on the 
basis of men’s, women's or 
youth groups. A few regions 
have organized the same way. 


ALL PITCH IN 


Patricia Clarke, associate 
editor of the United Church 
Observer, comments that one 
result could be that the good 
things the women have done 
will be done by the whole 
congregation. 

“For instance, women have 
had experience in steward- 
ship. They have raised the 
money.”’ 

If women’s groups were no 
longer separate, everyone 
would have to pitch in. 

She echoes Mrs. Waugh’s 
comments that in some cases 
unity cuts down duplication of 
effort, but that ld¢al choice 
must be possible. 

“What's right for a big city 
congregation may not be right | 
for a more traditional congre- | 
ation.”

A CYC Worker Who. Will Be Missed

TORONTO (CP) — Most of 
the people Maggi Redmonds 
worked with had never heard 
of the Company of Young Ca- 
nadians. 

For 27 months—at a salary 
of $35 plus $185 a month living 
expenses—she was a CYC vol- 
unteer at the Ontario psychia- 
tric hospital, 999 Queen St 
West. Dr. Paul Patterson, res- 
ident in psychiatry, says the 
hospital could yse a dozen 
more like her. 

“Just to watch her work is 
an education, She's so in- 
volved; yet she maintains the 
necessary detachment."’ 

Wearing a navy shirt, plaid 
miniskirt and necklace of 
paper clips, Maggi munched 
lunch in her office a few days 
before she left the project, 
while filling out admission pa- 
pers for a tense 16-year-old 
called Sharon (a pseudonym). 

Sharon had been on and off 
speed — amphetamines — for 
three months. She ran away 
from home, was arrested for 
vagrancy and sent to the hos- 
pital for up to 60 days. 

Sharon’s father sat stiffly in 
Maggi's office, not saying 
much, Sharon slouched in. her 
chair, jiggling a foot. 

GRIN IS INFECTIOUS 

Maggi, 22, has an infectious 


grin that makes you forget 
the snowstorm outside. 

“How long since you've shot 
speed, Sharon?” 

“Three days, I guess." 

“Need any downers (coun- 
teracting medication)?" 

“No, I'm down enough 
now.” 


“Yeah, you look okay to 


me. Now you've got a choice, |

The groups—called Domestic 
Power-Sharing Milieu Thera- | 
py—are a new concept in psy- 
chiatric hospitals. They were | 
just getting started when 
Maggi joined the CYC 2% 
years ago and began the CYC 
project at the hospital. 


WORKED ON HER OWN 

The groups, including new 
and long-term patients, meet 
daily to make decisions ow all 
ward matters except medica- | 
tion, and to discuss their atti- 
tudes. Maggi was responsible 


with ex-patients who _discuss | 


for all the patients in her 
group. | 
As well, she spent -time, in 
the community centre. meet- 
ing new patients and deciding 


whether they needed counsel- 
ling, day care or admission. 

“With Maggi, the supervi- 
sion is delightfully easy; you 
just sign the orders,” said Dr. 
Patterson. 

She had had no previous 
training except work in youth 
groups when she joined the 
CYC. She wanted to work at 
her own project and a friend 
suggested she explore the | 
needs at Queen St. | 

Last summer she was | 
joined by two new volunteers: } 
Larry Sanders, 20, and Susan | 
Dann, 22, who has also since 
left. 

The volunteers decided that 
the work inside the hospital in 
“democratizing” the  institu- 
tion is basically complete now 
as more and more wards are 
being run on the group sys- | 
tem. | 

So Larry attached himself 
to the hospital’s community 
psychiatry project. 

He sees his goals-as educat- 
ing people on the outside to 
think of mental patients as in- | 
dividuals, and co-operating | 
with groups working at pre- | 
venting mental illness. 

Larry is involved. with the | 
midtown Sackville area, “a | 
forgotten district’ where he is 
trying to set, up a meeting 
among hospital, agency and 
community people to discuss 
mental health needs.

HONG KONG (WP) — 
Nothing so dramatically illu- 
strates the emptiness of the 
Chinese Communists’ claim to 
exert influence among Asian 
and African nations than their 
inability to play a significant 
role in the current Middle 
East crisis. 

And this underlines, once 
again, the extent to which the 
Chinese threat to the under- 
developed world has been 
exaggerated beyond all plau- 
sible proportions both by 
Western cold warriors and 
Peking propagandists them- 
selves,

point, it is plain the American 


“imperialists” are backing 
the Israelis while the “‘glori- 
ous liberation struggle” of the 
Arab people is being betrayed 
by the Soviet 
clique."’

Within recent weeks, there- 
for, Peking has intensified its 
appeals to the Arabs to 
subscribe to Mao’s brinkman- 
ship theory, which holds that 
the masses have nothing to 
lose but their lives in a major 
conflict. 

But the Chinese effort to 
persaude the Arabs to reject 
the Kremlin and turn to 
Peking for inspiration has 
made virtually no headway, 
except perhaps among a fac- 


tion of Palestinian comman- 
dos. 

Indeed, in an unusual letter 
to Nasser early this month, 
Premier Chou En-lai seemed 
almost crude in his attempt to 
capitalize on the Egyptian 
president's troubled negotia- 
tions for increased Soviet 
military aid. 

Though he did not directly 
attacK the Russians, Chou was 
almost lachrymose im_his 
assertion that ‘‘the Chinese 
people will forever remain the 


most reliable friend’’ of the 
Arabs. 
After a lengthy silence, 


Nasser replied with a mes- 
sage that might have been 
copied.from a handbook on 


diplomatic correspondence. 
“Dear Friend,’’ he wrote to 
Chou, “‘please accept my high 
admiration and gratitude for 
your stand and support.” 

In a conversation with this 
reporter some years ago, the 
late Mehdi Ben Barka, then a 
left-wing Afro-Asian activist, 
explained the prevailing Arab 
attitude towards Peking in 
practical terms. 

“The Chinese give us rhet- 
oric, but the Russians gave us 
hard cash, and that’s what 
counts,”’ Ben Barka said. 

This has. been borne out 
since then, of course, in the 
fact that Moscow has poured 
vast amounts of weapons and 
economic aid into. the Middle 


East, while the Chinese have 
offered the Arabs little more 
than words. 


Apart from a $5 million loan 
that they repaid, for example, 
the Egyptians have: not re- 
ceived a cent of a pledged $80 
million Chinese credit. Algeria 
has drawn only about .6 per 
cent of a promised $50 million 
from Peking. 

At the moment, for all the 
protestations of solidarity 
being sent to them by the 
Chinese, the Arab leaders 
know that*the aircraft, elec- 
tronic devices and other so- 
phisticated. hardware they 
need is available in the Soviet 
Union. 

Back in 1958, the Chinese 


gained much prestige among 
the Arabs by being the first 
Communist country to recog- 
nize the Algerian provisional 
regime. The Russians, in 
contrast, were hesitant to 
jeopardize their ties withde 
Gaulle by establishing rela- 
tions with the Algerian 
nationalists. 

About that time, too, Chou 
En-lai was scoring a measure 
of success in the Middle East 
by stressing Peking’s willing- 
ness to co-operate with ‘‘dif- 
ferent ideologies and different 
social systems.”’ 

But by the mid-1960s, as 
Mao sought to curb. the 
growing trend towards liber- 
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alism inside China, the 


Chinese foreign policy line 
stiffened until, in a curious 
way, it resembled John Foster 
Dulles’ belief in the immor- 
ality of neutralism. 

Among other tough ges- 
tures, Peking boycotted an 
Afro-Asian conference in 
Algiers in protest against: the 
presence of Indian and Soviet 
delegates. 

The Chinese also criticized 
Nasser during that period for 
attending a meeting of non- 
aligned countries in Belgrade 
and for permitting a Soviet- 
sponsored congress of Afro- 
Asian writers to be held in 
Cairo.

Peking’s present tactic of 
trying to woo the Arabs is, 
along with other evidence, an 
important indication that the 
Chinese leaders are shifting to 
a more flexible posture in the 
wake of Mao's cultural revo- 
lution. 

Still, just as Mao’s turbulent 
campaign caused incalculable 
domestic damage to China, so 
it may take years to repair 
Peking’s image abroad. 

Thus their failure in the 
Middie East, more than ever 
apparent now, proves beyond 
doubt that the Chinese are 
really “paper tigers’ whose 
roar is far worse than their 
bite.

Experts 


Dangers of Pill 


By DR. WALTER ALVAREZ 


I imagine that the recent 
| excitement about the sup: 
| posed dangers of the contra- 
| ceptive pill must have greatly 
worried many women, but I 
find from much reading that a 
| number of experts in this field 
are not so worried. It is true 
that some women who are 
using the pill get inflamma- 
tion of a vein. But this means 
nothing unless we know how 
often 10,000 persons, not on 
the pill, get an inflamed vein. 
For instance, in the past 15 
years I have had four spells 
of inflamed veins, and my 
wife has had one spell, and 
neither of us was taking the 
| pill. 

I was not happy seeing a 
group of laymen in Washing- 
ton trying to decide about the 
dangers of the pill, when 
actually this is a problem not 
only for physicians but for 
| physicians. who are well 
trained in statistics. With all 
my 65 years in medicine and 
with two years of study of 
medical statistics; with the 
help of that great medical 
statistician, the late Prof. 
Raymond Pearl, I would not 
feel. competent enough to 


| tackle the problem.

Also, many physicians feel 
as I do that what happens to 
a few small. rats which 
received during their lifetime 
huge doses of a drug may 
well have nothing to do with 
what happened to a woman, 
many times the size of a rat, 
who received a tiny daily dose 
for only some years of her 
life. Actually, no one knows if 
what happens to a, treated dog 
or rat or monkey will happen 
to a similarly treated woman. 
Recently, it was found that 
what happened to treated 
dogs did not happen to treated

monkeys. Also, we doctors 
have abundant evidence to | 
show that many a drug, like 
aspirin, that is harmless to a 
hundred thousand women, 
may make one-woman, who is 
allergic to the chemical, very | 
ill. | 

Another fact that impresses 
me is that, as I understand it, 
the people who so fear the pill 
fear it largely. because it 
contains estrogen, the female 
hormone, which for. years 
many physicians though might 
produce cancer. Most. physi- 
cians for many years have so 
feared estrogen that they 
would never prescribe it for 
those many menopausal 
women who greatly needed it. 

I have been giving it to 
hundreds of such women, ever 
since it was discovered and 
made available some 30 years 
ago, and I have never known 
of 4 patient in whom it | 
appeared to have produced | 
cancer or inflammation of | 
veins. Back in the early 1940s, 
I searched through a big 
library, trying to learn why 
my brother physicians so 
feared the hormone. It 
seemed silly to be so afraid of 
it when/ every normal women 
is full of it from the time she 
is 14 or so until she is 48 or | 
so.

Eventually I found that 
what had given rise to the 
doctors’ fear was a report by 
a researcher that some rats 
which had been given huge 
doses of estrogen had de- 
veloped cancer. Because I 
was not satisfied that this 
proved anything, I continued 
to prescribe estrogen. Some 
three years ago I was glad to 
hear that at the big national 
meeting of gynecologists, the 
doctors had decided to quit 
being afraid of giving female 
hormone.

FLASHBACK ON CANADA 


_ Indians Provided 
_ Own Sauna Baths 


By BOB BOWMAN 


Canadian history -has 
neglected a number of Indian 
chiefs whose colorful exploits 
should be better ‘known. 
Brant, Crowfoot, Pound 
maker, and Big Bear have 
perhaps been given their 
share of the limelight, but 
there are many others whose 
stories are obscure. One of 
them is Membertou, the chief 
of the Micmac tribe; who 
helped Champlain, Poutrin- 
court, and de ‘Monts to found 
Canada’s first permanent 
colony at Port Royal, now 
Annapolis Royal, Nova Scotia. 
He and his followers were the 
first Indians to become Chris- 
tians, and were baptised by 
Father Fleche on February 
25, 1610. 


Membertou actually delayed 
his baptism until June, per- 
| haps because he objected to 
| some of the sentiments of the 
Lord's prayer, expecially~ 
“Give us this day our daily 
bread’. He preferred to say 
“Give us this day-our daily 
moose meat’’, or substitute 
fish or game bird, according 
to his desires. 

When Membertou was bap- 
tised, he claimed to be 110 
years old. At least he said 
that he had been serving the 
Devil for 110 years. He also 
claimed to have met Jacques 
Cartier when he came to 
Canada in 1534; 
| Evidently he. understood 
| how France was governed and 
| the plan of royalty, church, 
| and state. After he was 
| baptised, he -called © himself 
| “Henry” after King Henry IV, 
while his wife, and son, and 
two daughters were named 
after members of. the royal 
family. Another son was 


- Man of the City of London.

named “‘Paul’’ after the pope. 
It was probably a good thing 
for the Micmacs that the 
leaders of France did not 
know that they were being 
represented in this way in | 
Canada! | 
The Micmacs were very 
Progressive Indians, generally 
kind to each other, and shared 
their food. If an elderly father 
or mother lost a son, they | 
were given a boy to. adopt as 
their own, so he could help to 
look after them. When the 
Micmacs became ill, they 
cured.themselves by sweating. 
They dug a hole, lined it with 
heated stones, covered with 
branches, and then lay down 
in the heat until they were 
perspiring freely. They made 
their own sauna baths!

REGINA (CP) — The Sas- 
Katchewan government ~“in- 
tends to oppose the federal 
White- Paper on Taxation 
“with everything. at our dis- 
posal,’” provincial treasurer 
D. G. Steuart said Tuesday. 

“We must do this because 
the theme, the philosophy 
behind much of the white 
paper will be harmful, even 
disastrous, to the future of 
Western Canada and Saskat- 
chewan in particular,”’ he told 
a service club meeting. 

He said the white paper 
claims the prime concern of a 
tax structure should be 
equity. 

“I think the first concern of 
any government's tax policy 
should be the development of 
the nation’s resources, natural 
and human, so that we can 
provide a higher standard of 
living for all our people and at 
the same time be as fair and 
equitable as possible.” 

He also said the white 
paper’s implication that all 
money or wealth earned or 
acquired is the same and that 
is should be taxed the same is 
wrong. 

A small businessman earn- 
ing $25,000 a year in his 
business is not the same as an 
executive or a civil servant 
earning $25,000 a year, he 
said, and should not necessar- 
ily be taxed the same.

OTTAWA (CP) — New grain- 
delivery rules for Western Can- 
ada, prompted by slow demand| 
for, record - sized wheat sur- 
pluses, have been proposed in a} 
government - sponsored special 
report. 

They are designed to make 
the marketing system more sen- 
sitive to demand for a broad 
range of grains and thereby 
speed up payments to hard- 
pressed farmers. 

The report was tabled in the 
Commons Tuesday by Otto 
Lang, minister without portfolio 
responsible for the Canadian 
wheat board. The board is the 
federal marketing agency han- 
dling farm deliveries of most 
prairie-grown grains plus those 
from parts of British Columbia. 

Separate quotas for major 
grains are proposed. Farmers 
under the regulations of the 
wheat board have been gov- 
erned by a complex system of 
delivery quotas set on the basis 
of how riuch grain has been ex-| 
ported. 

In good years, wheat quotas} 
have been high and occasionally| 
lifted entirely. 

Now, when sales have dwin- 
died due to International sur- 
pluses, farmers have been limit- 
ed to delivery quotas so low in- 
come has been curtailed 
sharply.

B.C. is asking Ottawa for 
help in a proposal to build a 
nuclear power generating sta- 
tion on southern Vancouver 
Island, Premier W. A. C. 
Bennett said in the legislature 
Tuesday. 

B.C. Hydro chairmari® Dr, 
Gordon Shrum said later the 
$150 million plant, a public 
proposal of his for some 
years, might be built in the 
Duncan area to provide power 
to Vaneouver Island and sur- 
plus for the lower mainland. 
It could be in operation by’ 
1976, 


The plant would produce 
500,000 kilowatts of power 
annually, 


Ottawa. will’ be asked for 
low-cost loans to aid in the 
construction. Similar help has 
been made available to 
Ontario, Quebec and Mani- 
. toba, Shrum said. 


CLOSE TO LINES 


The Duncan area would 
provide a site close to power 
transmission lines linking 
Vancouver Island with the 
Lower mainland. 

Shrum said the nuclear 
plant would. produce no 
danger from wastes and ex- 
cess heat could be used for 
fish propagation or green- 
house heating. 

Nuclear power appears to 
be the only solution to the 
growing need for. power on 
Vancouver Island, where 
available new. power sources 
are limited, Shrum said. 

“The only other source of 
power left is thermal,” Shrum

“I know — because France 
has experienced it—how diffi- 
cult it is to end such conflicts 
and that the stronger a 
people, the greater the effort 
required, but also the greater 
the honor won. Allow me, as a 
friend, to tell you that the end 
of the war in Vietnam, for. the 
United States, will be. the 
most precious of victories — a 
victory won first over one- 
self.” 

The French president, who 
has been assailed in this 
country for the sale of Mirage 
jet planes to Libya, said in his 
discussion of the Middle East 
that Israel had-achieved ‘‘un- 
deniable success on the battle- 
field."”

Bennett Seeks Ottawa Aid 


B.C. is asking Ottawa for 
help in a proposal to build a 
nuclear power generating sta- 
tion on southern Vancouver 
Island, Premier W. A. C. 
Bennett said in the legislature 
Tuesday. 

B.C. Hydro chairman Dr. 
Gordon Shrum said later the 
$150 million plant, a public 
proposal of his for some 
years, might be built in the 
Duncan area to provide power 


fo Vancouver Island and sur- « 


plus for the. lower mainland. 
It could be in operation by 
1976. 


The plant would produce 
500,000 kilowatts of power 
annually, 

Ottawa will be asked for 
low-cost loans to aid in. the 


construction. Similar help has 
been made available to 
Ontario, Quebec and Mani- 
toba, Shrum said.

Shrum said the nuclear 
plant. would produce no 
danger from wastes and ex- 
cess heat could be used for 
fish propagation or green- 
house heating. 

Nuclear power appears to 
be the only solution to the 
growing need for power on 
Vancouver Island, where 
available new power sources 
are limited, Shrum said. 

“The only other source of 
power left is thermal,’”’ Shrum 
said, pointing out that coal 
would have to_be brought in 
fromthe East Kootenays for 
thermal generating plants. Air 
pollution would be a hazard, 
he added. 

There is no-air pollution 
from nuclear plants and the 
byproduct, plutonium, can be 
sold to other countries using 
different types of atomic 
reactors, he said. 

There is some doubt B.C. 
could proceed with a nuclear 
plant—without—Ottawa’s help, 
Shrum said, adding that 
Ottawa wishes to promote 
sale of its Atomic Energy 
Com mis siondeveloped re- 
actors.

Matthews, who arrived with 
colleague James Steele, was 
referring to appointments of 
University of Victoria presi- 
dent Dr. Bruce Partridge 


and. Simon Fraser University 
president Dr. Kenneth Strand. 


The two professors from 
Ottawa's Carleton University 
have been in the news for the 
last 18 months since proposing 
two-thirds of faculty 
members at all Canadian 
universities should be Cana- 
dian, by birth or citizenship. 

Just under 50 per cent of 
university teaching positions 
are now held by Canadians.

SAIGON (AP) —Two 
United States carriers 
with about 170 war- 
planes are adding their 
entire striking capability 
to air force efforts to cut 
North Vietnamese sup- 
ply, and troop _infiltra- 
tion corridors in Laos, 
informed U.S. sources 
in South Vietnam said 
tonight. 

A spokesman for the U.S. 
7th Fleet said no navy bomb- 
ing raids had ‘been flown 
against North _ Vietnamese 
positions in South Vietnam 
since Feb. 15. The two car- 
riers ‘are based in the Gulf 
of Tonkin. 


Other sources said all of the 
navy air strikes are being 
flown in Laos, but declined to 
givé specific target areas.*The 
U.S. command has a policy 
of reporting only bombing mis- 
sions in South Vietnam. 


While Communist action in, 


South Vietnam remained at 
one of its lowest levels of the 
year, attention centred on the 
massive American air cam- 
paign in Laos. 

The aim is to slow a North 
Vietnamese offensive in the 
Plaine des Jarres area and to 
forestall a North, Vietnamese 


‘offensive in South Vietnam by ~ 


cutting the Ho Chi Minh Trail 
in eastern Laos. The North 
Vietnamese move war ma- 
teriels and troops into South 
Vietnam over the Trail. 

Meanwhile the North Viet- 
namese-Pathet Lao offensive 
rolled on unchecked as the 
defenders of Muong Soui 
and their families straggled 
back to. Gen Vang Pao's 
headquarters at Long Cheng, 
35 miles to the south. 

Vang Pao is reported to have 
planned to reinforce the stra- 
tegic mile-long airstrip and 
the town of Muong Soui with a 
battalion from the 10,000 Meo 
tribesmen he commands, but 
changed his mind when 
enemy ground fire prevented 
troop-carrying planes from 
landing at the field.

Arab guerrilla organi-

Pompidou 
Stresses 
Mid-East 


WASHINGTON (UPI)— 
French President Georges 
Pompidou told.a joint session 
of Congress today that a 
Middle East peace settlement 
must include a renunciation of 
force by both sides and a 
solution to the problem of the 
Arab refugees from Palestine. 

He told the senators and 
house members that France 
reaffirms “the right of the 
State of Israel not only to 
existence but also to security” 
from its Arab neighbors: 

Pompidou made the Middle 
East situation a highlight of 
his prepared speech to con- 
gress but he also touched on 
the outlook for the United 
States in the Vietnam war. 


He said that the French 


government has at times 
regretted the length of. the 
negotiations and ‘wondered 


whether the paths followed 
had always been the ¢peediest 
and surest.” 

“But I know, from having 
observed it just yesterday, the 
will to peace which guides the 


president of the United 
States,"’ the French leader 
said. 

IN MIND 


Pompidou made no specific 
references to French. experi- 
ences in fighting in Vietnam 
and Algiers but he apparently 
had them in mind as he 
gave this word of advice to 
the United States regarding 
Vietnam. 

“TI know because France 
has experienced it—how diffi- 
cult it is to end: such conflicts 
and that the stronger a 
people, the greater the effort 
required, but also the greater 
the honor won. Allow me, as a 
friend, to tell you that the end 
of the war in Vietnam, for the 
United States, will be the 
indst precious of victories — a 
victory won first over one- 
self.’ 

The French. president, who 
has been assailed in this 
country for the sale of Mirage 
jet planes to Libya, said in his 
discussion of the Middle East 
that Israel had achieved ‘‘un- 
deniable success on.the battle- 
field.”
